COMMITTEE  ON  PUBLIC  WORKS 

During  tlie  Eighty-first  Congress  519  House  bills  and  resolutions, 

7 Senate  bills,  236  survey  reports  on  navigation  and  flood  control 
projects  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Army  and  the  Chief  of  Engineers, 
and  11  executive  communications  from  other  Federal  departments 

were  referred  to  the  committee.  p 1 1 • 

Of  the  247  survey  reports  submitted,  122  were  unfavorable  in 

nature,  and  they  were  not  printed  or  considered  by  the  committee. 

In  tiie  preparation  of  the  River  and  Harbor  and  Flood  Control 
Acts  of  1950,  the  committee  acted  upon  6 Senate  documents  of  tins 
Congress,  and  36  House  documents  of  preceding  Congresses.  Also, 
tliorc  wore  filed  witli  the  corniiiittGC  245  uppliCHtioiis  for  tlio  tidoptioii 
of  resolutions  for  the  review  of  executive  survey  reports  heretofore 

submitted.  , , ^ , 

Of  the  total  number  of  items  presented,  1056,  the  committee  acted 

favorably  on  183  bills,  resolutions,  and  survey  reports,  and  177 
requests  for  the  passage  of  committee  resolutions,  the  large  majority 
of  the  items  being  embodied  into  the  omnibus  river  and  harbor  and 

flood-controls  acts.  , tt  r i i on 

The  committee  reported  32  measures  to  the  House,  ot  whicli  3U 

were  enacted  into  law  (H.  R.  5133,  which  passed  the  House,  was 

covered  into  the  River  and  Harbor  Authorization  Act  b\  the  Senate). 

House  Joint  Resolution  506,  to  modify  the  authority  of  the  \\  lute 

Countv  Bridge  Commission,  was  stricken  from  the  Consent  Calendai , 

and  H.  R.  7873,  authorizing  the  construction  of  buildings  for  the 

Bureau  of  Old-Age  and  Survivors  Insurance  passed  the  House  but 

was  not  reported  to  the  Senate.  , n • i • + .

PUBLIC  BUILDINGS  ACT  OF  1949 

OuTLiN'E  OF  Provisions  of  Public  Law  105,  Eightieth  Congress 

(Note. — Wherever  the  terms  “Federal  Works  Agency”  and  “Federal  Works 
Administrator’’  are  used,  they  shall  mean  “General  Services  Administration”  and 
“Genenl  Services  Administrator”.) 

Public  Law  105  (81st  Cong.),  the  Public  Buildings  Act  of  1949, 
autlio]  izes  the  Federal  Works  Administrator  to  acquire  sites  and  pre- 
pare plans  for  Federal  public  buildings.  For  buildings  to  be  occupied 
for  pcst-office  purposes  the  Federal  Works  Administrator  and  the 
Postmaster  General  act  jointly  in  the  choice  of  sites  in  the  towns  or 

cities  i. elected  from  the  eligible  list. 

Pro  dsion  is  made  for  the  submission  to  Congress  of  a report  listing 
all  eligible  projects  and  their  limits  of  cost  when  in  excess  of  $200,000. 
When  the  estimate  of  cost  of  a project  is  less  than  $200,000,  the  limit 
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of  cost  is  to  be  determined  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Buildings. 
Selection  of  projects  is  to  be  made  by  the  Federal  Works  Administrator 
and  the  Postmaster  General  from  such  report.  (This  report  is  to  be 
submitted  promptly  after  the  convening  of  each  Congress.)  They 
may  also  select  such  other  projects  not  included  in  the  report  which,  in 
their  judgment,  are  economically  sound  and  advantageous  to  the 
public  interest.  Projects  are  to  be  distributed  equitably  throughout 
the  country  with  due  regard  for  the  comparative  urgency  of  projects  in 
various  sections  of  the  country. 

Also,  provision  is  made  that  each  congressional  district  shall 
participate  in  the  equitable  distribution  of  selected  projects  for  future 
construction  to  the  extent  of  one  or  more  approved  projects  for  each 
district.  This  is  in  addition  to  i)rcviously  authorized  and  selected 
public  buildings  projects  under  the  Public  Buildings  Act  of  1937  and 
1938  which  have  been  deferred.  A list  of  these  deferred  projects  is 
included  in  the  printed  hearings. 

There  is  aiithorizeil  to  be  appropriated  $40,000,000  to  implement  the 
provisions  of  this  section. 

Acquisition  of  Sites  in  District  of  Columbia  and  Transfer  of 

IjANds  Between  Departments  Outside  of  the  District  of 

Columbia 

The  provisions  of  this  title  have  no  general  application  and  are  not 
of  general  interest. 

Modernization  and  Improvement  of  Federal  Buildings  Outside 

OF  THE  District  of  Columbia 

Provision  is  made  for  major  renovation  and  improvement  of  these 
buildings,  including  such  work  as  modification  and  amplification  of 
lighting,  plumbing,  heating,  and  air-conditioning  equipment;  major 
paint  jobs;  structural  changes  to  meet  modern  fire-prevention 
standards  and  fire  codes;  modernization  of  elevators  and  other  needed 
work.  This  section  contains  no  authorization  for  the  construction  of 
new  public  buildings. 

There  is  authorized  to  he  appropriated  $30,000,000  to  implement 
the  provisions  of  this  section,  to  cover  a period  of  about  3 years  at  a 
rate  of  $10,000,000  per  year. 

Administration 

Aliscellaneoiis  provisions  are  contained  in  this  section  which  will 
improve  the  efficiency  of  administration  of  the  functions  assigned  to 
the  Public  Buildings  Administration  and  are  not  of  general  interest. 

ADVANCE  PLANNING  OF  FEDERAL  PUBLIC  WORKS 

Outline  of  Provisions  of  Public  Law  352,  Eighty-First  Congress 

PURPOSES  OF  BILL 

Section  1 specifies  the  purposes  of  the  bill,  which  are  as  follows: 

(a)  To  encourage  States  and  other  non-Federal  public  agencies  to 
maintain  a continuing  and  adequate  reserve  of  fully  planned  public 
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works  (exclusive  of  housing)  readily  available  for  use  when  economic 

conditions  warrant;  ^ , 

(b)  ’ To  enable  the  United  States  through  ref(‘rence  to  such  reserve 

of  planned  public  works  as  reflected  by  records  and  reports  of  the 
Administrator  of  General  Services  to  adapt  the  planning  and  con- 
structiui  of  Federal  public  works  to  the  particular  public-works 
object  ves  of  States  and  other  non-Federal  public  agencies;  and 

'(c)  Thereby  to  attain  maximum  economy  and  efficiency  in  the  plan- 
ning a id  construction  of  local,  State,  and  Fedi'ral  public  works. 

Under  section  1 the  Administrator  of  General  Services  is  authorized 
to  make  advances  from  funds  appropriated  for  that  purpose  to  States, 
tlicir  j g;oncios  and  political  subdivisions,  to  aid  in  financing  the  cost 
of  inv  ‘Stigations  and  studies,  surveys,  designs,  plans,  working  draw- 
ings, specifications,  procedures,  and  other  action  preliminary  to  the 
constr  iction  of  public  works  (exclusive  of  housing). 


ALLOCATION  OF  FUNDS 

Sec1  ion  2 provides  that  funds  appropriated  for  the  making  of  loans 
or  advances  shall  be  allocated  by  the  Administrator  of  Gonerai 
wServicTS  among  the  several  States  in  the  following  proportion.  75 
percci  t in  the  proportion  which  the  population  of  each  State  bears  to 

the  tc  tal  population  of  all  the  States,  and  25  percent  in  accordance 
with  tlie  needs  of  the  States  as  determined  by  the  Administrator,  with 
the  p oviso  that  allotments  to  any  State  should  aggregate  not  less 
than  one-half  of  1 percent  of  the  total  funds  available  for  allotment. 

Sec  ion  3 provides  that  no  loans  or  advances  shall  be  made  with 
respect  to  any  individual  project  unless  it  conforms  to  an  over-all 
State,  local,  or  regional  plan  approved  by  a competent  State,  local, 

or  reoional  authority.

Section  211  provides  authority  for  the  Secretary  of  the  Army  to 
allot  funds  for  the  payment  of  expenses  of  representatives  of  the 
Corpf  of  Engineers  to  attend  international  engineering  or  scientific 
confe  ‘ences  to  be  held  outside  the  continental  limits  of  the  United 
State;;. 

Section  212  increases  from  $2,000,000  to  .$8,000,000  the  amount 
that  ?an  be  allotted  annually  for  the  construction  of  small  flood- 
contrd  projects  not  specifically  authorized  by  Congress,  and  not 
withi  1 areas  intended  to  be  protected  by  ])rojects  so  authorized, 
wliicl  come  within  the  provisions  of  section  1 of  the  Flood  Control 
Act  cf  June  22,  193G,  provided  that  not  more  than  $150,000  shall  be 
allott?d  for  this  purpose  at  any  single  locality  from  the  appropria- 
tions for  anv  mu'  fiscal  year. 

Section  218  authorizes  $1,250,000,000  to  be  appropriated  for  carry- 
ing o it  improvements  adopted  in  this  act,  and  tlu'  sum  of  $10,000,000 
acklit  onal,  to  be  appropriated  and  expended  in  eciual  amounts  by  the 
Departmcmts  of  the  Army  and  Agriculture  for  carrying  out  examina- 
tions and  survcws  provided  for  in  this  and  prc'vious  acts  of  Congress; 
also  , III thorizes\$  1,500,000  to  be  appropriated  and  expended  by  the 
Federal  Power  Commission  for  carrying  out  any  examinations  and 
surveys  provided  for  in  this  act  or  any  other  acts  of  Congress,  by 
that  Commission. 

Sec  tion  214  provides  that  section  607  of  the  Federal  Employees 
Pay  Vet  of  1945,  as  amended,  shall  not  be  construed  to  prevent  the 
empl  lyment  of  such  additional  personnel  under  the  supervision  of 
the'diief  of  Engineers  as  may  be  necessary  to  prosecute  navigation 
and  1 lood-control  works  herein  or  heretofore  authorized. 

Section  215  provides  that,  in  addition  to  previous  authorizations, 
$200,000,000  shall  be  appropriated  for  the  prosecution  of  the  compre- 
hensive plan  heretofore  adopted,  for  continuing  the  works  in  the 
Missouri  River  Basin  to  be  undertaken  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior. 

Section  216  amends  section  7 of  the  Flood  Control  Act  ot  June  28, 
1938  as  amended  by  section  15  of  the  act  approved  December  22, 
1944  bv  authorizing  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  in  his  discretion, 
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In  iinJprtake  such  emergenev  measures  for  runoff  retanhition  and 
oil-eroSon  a^s  may  be  needed  to  safeguard  lives  and 

m-onertv  from  floods  ond  the  products  of  erosion  on  an\  ^vaters  iec 
whenever  fire  or  anv  other  natural  element  or  force  has  caused 
sudden  impairment  of  that  watershed,  and  provides  that  not  exceecling 
$300  000  out  of  anv  funds  heretofore  or  hereafter  appropiiated  foi 
!uch  worfmav  be  expended  during  any  one  fiscal  year  for  such

BOND  PROVISION

such  londs  for  the  construction  of  toll-free  facilities  in  order  to 
accele-ate  the  improvement  of  the  national  svstein  of  interstate 
highwiys.  Federal-aid  primary  highway  system,^  or  the  Federal-aid 
highwiy  S3-steni  in  urban  areas  may  apply  any  portion  of  the  funds 
autho]  ized  by  Public  Law  769  for  expenditure  on  said  svstems  of 
iiighw  i\s,  and  apportioned  to  such  State,  to  aid  in  retirement  of 
annua  maturities  of  the  principal  indebtedness  of  such  bonds  to  the 
extent  that  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds  are  actuallv  expended  in  the 
const!'  iction  of  said  systems  of  highw  ays. 

PENALTY  FOR  FAILURE  TO  MAINTAIN 

Section  6 of  the  act  modifies  existing  law  with  respect  to  mainte- 
nance obligations  of  the  States  so  that  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Hoads  in  the  event  of  failure  to  maintain,  shall  withhold  approval 
ol  furl  her  secondary  or  urban  road  projects  in  the  county  or  city 
\v  he^i  1 the  failure  to  maintain  occurs  until  the  highway  involved 
has  be m placed  in  proper  condition  and  maintenance.  This  applies 
onl>  t ) States  wherein  the  highway  department  is  without  legal 

author  ty  to  maintain  a highway  constructed  as  a secondary  or  an 
urban  ’oad  project. 

RIGHTS-OF-WAY 

Sect  on  7 of  the  act  increases  the  Federal  share  payable  on  account 

ol  the  costs  of  rights-of-way  from  one-third  to  not  exceed  one-half 
of  such  costs. 
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EMERGENCY  FUND 

An  emergency  fund  of  $5,000,000  is  established  under  the  provisions 
of  section  9.  This  emergency  fund  is  to  be  used  for  the  repair  or 
reconstruction  of  highways  and  bridges  on  the  primary  or  secondary 
Federal-aid  highway  systems  that  have  suffered  serious  damage  as 
the  result  of  disaster  over  a wide  area,  such  as  by  floods,  hurricanes, 
tidal  waves,  earthquakes,  severe  storms,  landslides,  or  other  catas- 
trophes. No  expenditures  are  to  be  made  in  any  State  unless  an 
emergency  has  been  declared  by  the  governor  of  the  State  and  con- 
curred in  by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce,  and  the  extent  of  Federal 
participation  shall  not  exceed  50  percent,  and  be  limited  to  highways 
and  bridges  on  the  primary  and  secondary  highway  systems. 

HEARINGS  ON  BYPASS  ROUTES 

Under  the  provisions  of  section  13,  any  State  highway  department 
which  submits  plans  for  a Federal-aid  highway  project  involving  the 
bypassing  of  any  city  or  town  must  certify  to  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Roads  that  it  has  had  public  hearings  and  considered  the 
economic  effects  of  such  a location.

ments IN  MAJOR  DISASTERS 

Outline  of  Provisions  of  Public  Law  875,  Eighty-first  Congress, 

Approved  September  30,  1950 

Public  Law  875  (81st  Cong.)  authorizes  Federal  assistance  to  States 
and  local  governments  in  major  disasters,  such  as  floods,  droughts 
fires,  hurricanes,  earthquakes,  storms,  or  other  catastrophes.  Federal 
assistance  is  made  available  when  the  governor  of  any  State  certihes 
the  need  for  such  assistance,  and  gives  assurance  that  the  State  or  local 

government  will  supplement  the  Federal  aid.  , 

Federal  agencies  are  authorized  to  provide  assistance  by  utilizing, 
lending,  or  'clonating  equipment,  supplies,  food,  medicine,  and  per- 
sonnel and  such  agencies  mav  make  emergency  repairs  and  temporary 
replacements  of  public  facilities  of  local  governments  damaged  or 
destroyed  by  a major  disaster. 

COOPERATION  OF  FEDERAL  AGENCIES  WITH  LOCAL  GOVERNMENTS  AND 

RED  CROSS 

Federal  agencies  are  required  to  cooperate  with  States  and  local 
governments,  relief  agencies,  and  the  Red  Cross  in  carrying  out  the 
purpose  of  the  act.  The  President  is  authorized  to  coordinate  the 
activities  of  Federal  agencies  in  providing  assistance  and  may  direct 
any  Federal  agency  to  utilize  its  personnel,  equipment,  and  facilities 
and  other  resources  to  accomplish  the  purposes  of  the  act  and  may  act 
directly  or  through  such  agency  in  accomplishing  this  purpose. 


FEDERAL  PROPERTY 

Federal  agencies  may  use  funds  authorized  by  this  act  to  restore, 
reconstruct,  or  repair  facilities  owned  by  the  Lnited  States  destroy  ed 
in  any  major  disaster.  If  an  agency  does  not  have  sufficient  funds 
available,  the  President  may  transfer  to  such  agency  any  funds  avail- 
able under  this  act,  and  if  such  funds  are  insufficient  then  authoriza- 
tion for  appropriation  is  provided  for. 

EXEMPTION  FROM  CIVIL-SERVICE  LAWS 

Provision  is  made  for  exemption  from  civil-service  laws  of  personnel 
required  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  the  act,  and  Federal  agencies  are 
permitted  to  make  contracts  with  local  interests  for  the  use  of  equip- 
ment  and  services.  Additional  personnel  temporarily  emplo\ed  are 
not  subject  to  provisions  of  Federal  Eniployees  Pay  Act  of  1945,  as 
amended. 

APPROPRIATION 

An  appropriation  of  $5,000,000  is  authorized,  and  provision  is  made 
that  the  President  shall  report  to  Congress  annually  and  in  his  dis- 
cretion from  time  to  time  covering  the  expenditures  of  the  amounts 
appropriated  with  the  amounts  and  allocations  to  each  State  undei  the 
act. 
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OLD  LAW  REPEALED 

Til 3 act  of  Jul}^  25,  1947,  entitled  “An  act  to  make  surplus  property 
available  for  the  alleviation  of  damage  caused  by  flood  or  other 
catas  rophe”  is  repealed. 

IN'^ESTIGATIONS  AND  SURVEYS  BY  THE  COMMITTEE 

authority  of  House  Resolution  326  the  committee  was  authorized 
and  directed  to  conduct  investigations  and  surveys  during  the  present 
Cong  -ess  of  certain  works  of  irnprovement  under  its  jurisdiction  located 
in  th(  United  States  with  a view  to  determining  if  legislation  relating 
to  su(  h projects  should  be  enacted. 

Exj)enses  of  conducting  these  investigations  and  surveys  were  pro- 
vided by  the  approval  of  House  Resolution  339  in  an  amount  not  to 
exceed  $15,000. 

No  investigations  were  undertaken  due  to  business  of  a more  press- 
ing nature.  The  funds  made  available  therefore  revert  to  the  Treas- 
ury w Lth  the  close  of  the  Congress.
